chines are used for testing the brick 
or concrete which is used in building 
our roads and pavements. 


On the first floor of the mechanical 


engineering building will, be found the 
power laboratory, with a model power 
plant in operation. A steam engine is 
being made in the machine tool lab- 
oratory. At 8:bu p. m., in the foun- 
dry laboratory, there will be one ton 
of iron poured, which will be used in 
machines built by the students. Be- 
sides these laboratories, will be found 
the pattern laboratory, fuel and lub- 
ricant laboratory, metallography lab- 
oratory, and others.

Mrs. 
Wiley 
Smith 
was recently 


granted a dh orce -in an Omaha> court. 
At the time the dnorce was granted, 
Mrs. 
Smith said she did not know- 


where her husband was. 


His attorneys in closing their brief 


in his appeal to the higher court said 
"the coming years will probably dis- 
close who the real robbers are. and we 
feel certain that the defendant, Riley 
Smith, will vet be vindicated, Cither 
when he \\alks the streets a free man, 
or' when the pardon board liberates 
him after unjust imprisonment^ when 
others confess." 


The Farmers State bank of ftiiaac 


was robbed December 16, 1921, about 
1:35 p. m. Riley Smith was suspected, 
and after he had voluntarily gone- to 
Ithaca to prove to Banker James Hall 
and his assistant, Miss Selma-Hage- 
man, that he was not one of the rob- 
bers who entered the bank, he was 
identified as one of the robbers by 
both Mr. Hall and Miss Hageman and 
held for trial. 


The theory of the state was that 


Smith and his accomplice, after rob- 
bing the bank g.t 1:05 p. m. jumped 
into a Cadillac car that was standing 
in the street, with engine running, and 
went out into the country, hid the 
Cadillac behind an abandoned farm 
home, were mat by a party of women 
friends they >had accomapnied from 
Omaha and were driven away in a 
Packard car. They ate dinner at the 
Hay Lampert home, a short distance 
from where the abandoned Cadillac 
was found. 


They claimed they reached the Kay 


Lampert home at 1:15 and remained 
there for several hours. Smith swore 
that he and Fay Rogers, an Omaha 
woman friend, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Brown- and Pete Boyd, drove to the 
Lampert 
home direct from Omaha, 


and that they were at the Lampert 
home at the time of the bank robbery. 
Mr. and Mrs. William Brown never 
produced as witnesses 
altho Smith 


asked a continuance of his case that 
they might be found. The search of 
officers to locate them was not suc- 
cessful. The hour of arrival of Riley 
Smith and his party at the Lampert 
home was the subject of conflict of 
testimony. 


"Smith's attorneys made much of 


the fact that as soon as Smith had 
heard, thru a friend, that he was sus- 
pected of a part in the bank robbery 
that he went at once to the Omaha 
station, discussed the matter with the 
Omaha police, and himself suggested 
that he would go to Ithaca with offi- 
cers and prove that he was not the 
man; that he did come to Lincoln 
alone and went to Ithaca from Lincoln 
in company with State Deputy Hans 
Neilsen, accompanied from. Wahoo by 
Sheriff Dailey. They claimed that a 
man guilty of «the crime would not 
thus have placed himself in jeopardy, 


Attorneys for Riley Smith made 


the claim in their brief to the su- 
preme court that he was convicted on 
general principles, because he had 
been in the whisky business, and not 
because he had robbed the Ithaca 
bank. 
For many years. Smith had 


been a citizen of Omaha. He is thirty- 
five years of age. five 
feet 
eight 


inches tall, light complexion, smiling, 
affable, and an expert at mixing with 
other men. 


He was known in Omaha as a boxer, 


a horse buyer, a 
commission man.

The principal part of the bill as 


amended by the senate is au amend- 
ment to H. R. 272, which restores the 
sentence thai was intended to be 
made a part of that bill, but which 
was never adopted by the senate after 
the standing committee had recom- 
mended it.

•will find out just what that means. We suppose that 
the man who wrote it is trying to' say that if you will 
lead his book you will be able to speak more clearly. 
but being smart enough to get out a book of synonyms 
•wiy does he not use the 
simpler ones instead of 


dipping into the highbrow section for a means of get- 
ting across his ideas? 


,Men who write much must, of necessity, dget a better 


Understanding of the shades of differences between 
words closely allied in meaning, if they wish to avoid 
being misunderstood than those whose expression of 
Ideas and opinions is confined to word of month com- 
munication, if only because of the more enduring quality 
of the printed word and the certainty or not being 
always able to stand by the reader and smooth out 
Ms perplexities. 
Yet, unless the man who reads or 


bears you has the same understanding of these shades 
Of meaning, where do we get? Ease- of communication 
Is possible oaly where both patronize the same dic- 
tionary or book of synonyms. 


community chest has so many excellent features 


to commend it that it is difficult to conceive of any 
considerable opposition to the permanent adoption of 
the basic plan. It is true that in operation it deprives 
a contributor of specifically guiding his gifts to the

Henry Watter- 
son told a reporter once, when asked what this life 
was all about, that it was a case of where one should 
do the best he can and do not crowd the other" fellow 
too hard. Maybe if we could get everybody to act on 
this philosophy we would have no qualms for our 
progeny's future.
